of the United States In the present emer- 
gency by deposit of coin in the treasury by 
national banks and others in exchange 
for legal tender notes, thereby sustaining 
the credit of the government and sound 
money, and earnestly urges the members 
to make such deposits to the extent of 
their ability. 


Tenders were immediately made by 


banks and trust companies to the amount 
of 12,800,000. Not all the banks were rep- 
resented. The amount will probably be 
increased.

The present street lighting service Is to

It is prob- 
able that that new lights will be set up in 
the Normal school district, Kempvll le> 
on Beaver street, in Houghtonville and at 
the West End.

Such a memorial as 
it is proposed to erect will be not only a 
great satisfaction aod comfort to the old 
soldiers while they live, but it will be a 
credit and a benefit to the city of North 
Adams long after those for whom it is 
erected shall have passed to their ever- 
lasting rest and reward. Let {heir last 
appeal be given a candid hearing and let 
the response be proportioned to the wor- 
thiness of the cause. As the committee 
says, "Whatever is done must be done 
quickly," and now is the time to act. The 
letter follows. 
EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:— 


'The question is asked so often about 


the G. A. R. building, and the prospect 
of its being erected this year, that the 
committee think it best to make a public 
statement. 


It is an open secret that a finance com- 


mittee has been securing subscriptions 
and have felt much encouraged by the 
treatment they have received at the bands 
of our business men. The committee 
have, with few exceptions, been received 
cordially and the people have responded 
cheerfully; und whether we ever build or 
not we shall remember this with pleasure. 


A few take the ground that the G. A. R' 


has but few years to remain this side of 
the eternal camping; ground and that the 
enterprise should not be put through. We 
are ready to admit that the point they 
make would be well taken if the G. A. B. 
were the ones and the only ones who 
were to be benefited by the {memorial 
hall. It is not so much for our benefit. 
It is, in our judgment, to be of great bene- 
fit to 
our city and county. 
The 


men who responded and filled the 
demands made upon our old town for 
its quota to help put down the greatest 
rebellion known to history, and saved this 
great nation from being sliced up Into 
slave empires,—those men can get along 
without a memorial hall* But the young 
men of today and of future generations 
will need all the inspiration they can get 


patriotism, for God alone knows what 


awaits us as a nation. Be must be a dull 
reader indeed who fall's to notice ihe 
tendency to repudiate, not only our finan- 
cial honor as a nation, but to ignore the 
constitution established by our fathers. 
The Grand Army believe and will con- 
tinue to proclaim that the national gov- 
ernment is and must be supreme, and that 
anything short of that belief is rebellion 
and fraught with 'great danger to our 
national life. 
' 


For these reasons and many more we 


might mention, we believe that our con- 
templated hall will be an object lesson in 
our young and thriving city. It will con. 
bain our local war records and be accessible 
to the young. It will contain war relics 
which will be prized far more than gold 
or silver, even at a ration of 16 to 1. 


But we are wandering. A committee 


lias been selected to take charge of the 
building enterprise, including a finance 
committee, and the success of this latter 
committee will determine the result. 
The G. A. B., do not wont a few of their 
friends to be compelled to bear the finan- 
cial burden. But what would please the 
committee would be to receive any 
amounts that our community wish to give 
by subscription or in cash, for which a 
receipt will be handed them or mailed to 
their postoffice address. We want all to 
feel that this institution is a part of our 
city and will remain long years after the 
last comrade has pitched his tent with 
the great but silent majority beyond. The 
next best thing to do, if a refusal to aid 
us must be given ta the committee, would 
be to do it at once, for by so doing you 
would enable the committee to settle the 
;he vexed question whether we can build 
the building or not. And as the season is 
fast getting away from us, it is import- 
ant that, whatever we do, we should do it 
quickly. 


We are satisfied that if we are able to 


juild the building that our plans call for, 
t will be a credit to our community. And 
we want all to do something, and to have 
ihe name of each person, as they are all 
to be preserved in a book and handed 
down to future generations.

Last Saturday the TBAMSCRIPT said editorially that the Democratic revolt against 


the Chicago platform was not confined to what are commonly called the gold states. 
We stated that at that time over 100 leading Democratic papers had taken their 
position in line to fight the platform of that convention and to defeat its ticket. 


We ako stated that the&e papers were not by any means exclusively Eastern publf 


cations but were located in all sections of the country. Today we are able to publish 
a more complete list of Democratic papers that have revolted against the Chicago 
follies and fallacies. But this list is not wholly complete as additions are being made 
to it daily. The number mentioned as 100 lost Saturday has increased so that it 
stands at over 150 today or, to be exact, at 199 according to the best information 
obtainable. 


We publish below a list of these Democratic papers which have in a splendidly 


patriotic spirit sacrificed in some cases very strong party feeling to take their stand 
for sound money and national credit. A very striking thing about the list and an 
exceedingly encouraging feature ot It is that the revolt is stronger in the Southern 
and Western states than in the New England and Middle States.

THE DANGER FROM BRYAN MANIA. 


There to one danger for every voter to 


cuard against in the coming campaign— 
a sentimental mania for Bryan's showy 
<iualities,—allowing feeling rather than 
reason to take command. There is no 
worse feature in the politics of popular 
government than this danger of personal 
mania. R. W. Knott of Kentucky, a 
tound-money Democrat, has so forcibly 
pointed out Mr. Bryan's winning and 
dangerous qualities that we reprint here 
a part of hli views. He says: 


"He is a refined edition of Tillman, for 


ho went to a western college, studied law 
in Chicago and became at once a railroad 
attorney at Lincoln, Neb. 


"Bryan has personal magnetism; he 


has zeal; he has unbounded confidence 
in bis own destiny. His career has been 
full of romantic success, and It had been 
lull of wonderful! success. Americans 
make a hero of all orators, and Bryan ig 
i, i;e of the most magnetic orators this 
t onntry has ever known. Senator Butler 
l.stened to Bryan as his impassioned sen- 
tences fell from his lips, and said at the 
close,'That is the greatest stump speech 
unce Yancey spoke to the Charleston 
convention.' 


"In Bryan the silver movement for the 


first time found its voice. It is not worth 
r. bile to say what this voice is not; it Is 
powerful, persuasive, eloquent; it is dar" 
ing in metaphor and happy in illustra- 
tion. 


"Himself a dreamer, half way a poet, 


as all orators must be; unreasoning, but 
on that account more impassioned; defi- 
ant, aggressive, counting no coat but con. 
tldent of results, Bryan had the conven- 
tion under his control in a few moments, 
and, he secured what he aimed at in an ad- 
dress of half an honr. 


"At thirty-six years of age he finds him- 


self—no, he places himself—at the head of 
a political revolution, which begins by de- 
stroying a great party, and which aims to 
change the character of our Republican 
institutions. 


"It will not do longer for the American 


people to blind themselves to the fact 
that all the increasing discontent of Amer- 
ica, all the discordant elements among us, 
all the dangerous elements that threaten 
the integrity of our government, are rap- 
idly coalescing, and that tbese elements 
have found in Bryan one of the greatest 
of modern agitators, who unites in him- 
self traits of character which made Bou- 
langer the idol of the French and gave 
Louis Napoleon twenty-five years of une- 
qualled grandeur. 


"Bryan is not a statesman; he is not a 


ntudent of government; he is not a good 
lawyer; he is powerful only to disturb, 
possibly to destroy; he has not, at least 
he has given no evidence of constructive 
power like Pitt or Hamilton, but to a de- 
gree that Napoleon the First might won- 
der at, this young man from Nebraska 
has faith in his own destiny, and he be- 
comes trom this day the most dangerous 
man with whom the American people 
have been called to deal since Yancey 
died." 


Such a man is dangerous to the unthink- 


ing masses. He is dangerous when feel- 
ing and not thinking is uppermost, and 
then only. 


PRESIDENT CARTER'S ANNUAL REPORT 


The annual report of Dr. Franklin Car- 


ter, president of Williams college, is once 
more on our desk, and cannot but be a 
matter of interest to all of us in this com- 
munity in which the college stands for 
the highest intellectual attainment and at 
the same time gives Berkshire rank in the 
college world. 


After reviewing the work of the differ- 


ent professors in their several depart- 
ments, all of whom seem to have come 
up to the high standard set by the schol- 
arly president of Williams, Dr. Carter. 
deals at some length with the religious 
agitation in the college during tno year** 
whereby the students attempted to secure 
release from regular attendance on reli- 
gious services. The report reads in part: 
"A petition to the trustees was received 
at Commencement last year signed by a 
great majority of students in favor of the 
abolition of the requirement of attend- 
ance. It is very easy to see how difficult 
the maintenance of reverence and a truly 
teligious spirit becomes in an exercise 
which is looked upon as a sort of roll-call) 
and how natural it is to suppose that if 
this were not required, a higher standard 
in religious life would be attained. That 
at certain points in certain years snob a

Whatever may be the ultimate solution 
of the religious .problem for the New En- 
gland colleges, the almost universal us- 
age still prevailing clearly shows that the 
managers of these Institutions do not be* 
Here tbat the method adopted by Har- 
vard (la regard to the success Jt which 
very diverse testimony la received) is rare 
to promote elsewhere the best inter- 
ests of the organism as a Whole." Dr. 
Carter shows that the trustees were al. 
most unanimously averse to the giving up 
of religions exercises in college. 


The need of a new college chapel is 


urged. A suitable place of worship, Dr. 
Carter believes, would materially add to 
the benefit of college religious services 
"The inadequacy of theiprosent chapel 
building contrasts strorigly with some of 
the equipments for more secular pur- 
poses." 


The new honor system in examinations 


whereby the students pledge their honor 
for honesty in their examinations, and 
which pledge is fully accepted by the fac- 
ulty receives lengthy commendation from 
President Carter. 


The financial outlook of the college is 


painted in rather dark colors by its presi- 
dents. 
The gifts for the past year 


amounted to $28,525, and the expenses ex- 
ceeded the revenue of the college by (5,000- 
A strong appeal is made to the friends of 
the college to remember that college 
fund! would be welcome. 


On the whole, we glean from this report 


that Williams college Is keeping well 
abreast of che constantly higher college 
standard, and that the institution is thriv- 
ing in spite of hard times. This is doing 
well enough. 


WHAT SENATOR LAWRENCE'S RECORD 


ENTITLES HIM TO. 


While national politics is absorbing the 


larger part of public attention, yet there 
are political matters at home that deserve 
our attention. One of these local political 
considerations is the record of Senator 
George Lawrence as president of the 
Massachusetts senate during the last legis- 
lative session and his deserving claim to 
a renomination for the senate at the hands 
of the Republicans of this senatorial 
distrii t. 


.The record of Senator Lawrence as pres- 


ident of the Massachusetts senate has 
been one of honor and credit to that 
young man who honors Berkshire and 
whom Berkshire in turn has been glad to 
honor. Senator Lawrence has fulfilled 
the duties of his high office with dignity 
and tact, winning for himself many new 
friends and losing none of his old ones.

test Senator Lawrence in any extreme 
parliamentary battle that might draw 
upon all the resources of a presiding offi- 
cer. That is not claimed, but it is not to 
be charged against Mr. Lawrence. He did 
all he had to do ably and.well. Duty 
done is all that can be done, and gives 
pledge of abilitytto perform further duty. 


This creditable record of Senator Law- 


rence entitles him to the hearty and en- 
thusiastic support of the people of Berk- 
shire, and he will have it. There is but 
one sentiment in the whole district and 
that is for him. This fact is generally 
conceded, and when he is renominated it 
will be in the heartiest and most cordial 
manner, and the senator will be made to 
feel that his constituents are not blind to 
the honor he has done himself and them.

The Good Times to Be Had and the Beau- 


tics to Be Appreciated Are Told 


of

BOSTON, July 22, 1896. 


EDITOB TBAHSCKIPT:—Pleasure seekers 


from the inland naturally seek the sea- 
side, and those whose homes are near the 
salt water look for quiet and rest, among 
the mountains. Even exchange U no 
robbery, and those who visit Berkshire's 
invigorating mountains must part grace- 
fully with their wheels when they take 
into consideration that all their cars are 
crowded, steamboats loaded, hotels filled, 
and boarding houses packed at good lib- 
eral prices all living on a, fish diet and 
sea bathing. 


I will tell you where clams are plenty, 


lobsters fat and fish till yon can't rest. 
Take a car on Washington street and go 
to Atlantic avenue, 461. There you will 
find a pretty little steamer ready to take 
you to Salem Willows The trip to this 
point consumes about two hours. Here 
•ou take a small steamer to Baker's 
sland, "The gem of the sea," aa it has 
>een called, way out in the Atlantic, and 
a most interesting spot full of things that 
nterest and entertain. This island guards 
he main entrance to Salem harbor and ia 
only five miles from Manchester-by-the- 
sea. The island has about seventy acres, 
but ten of these acres are owned by Uncle 
Sam, and on his part of the estate he has j 
built what is known as the Twin ligat- 
icuses—two atone structures that guard 
by night the rook-bound coast and warn 
mariners of the danger that lies near the 
shore. 


The attractions of the island are found 


mostly on the seaward side, where there 
are bold and rocky clin% with now and 
,hen narrow beachea which afford excel- 
lent bathing places (providing one does 
not mind the breakers that roar and grind 
the rocks on either side of .the narrows.) 
On the harbor side is a long stretch ot 
sandy beach where the bathing is per- 
fectly safe. But the Spot is forsaken after 
the morning bathers have had their smm. 
Then the children hold high carnival, 
making sand foHs and mud pies, inter- 
spersed with the usual number of spats 
and quarrels. 


I had pointed out tct me the face known 


as the "old-man-by-the-aea." It was made 
by the action of the water on the rocks 
and with a very little imagination you can 
discover something that resembles a man's 
face. Ladies usually see the features 
more plainly than the men do cr at least 
that was what I inferred from a con- 
versation I overheard from a group of 
ladies that were looking at the face. One 
thought it looked as though it might 
speak, but I believe it did not. 


The view from the hotel tower is really 


imposing. The shore is crescent-shape, 
extending from the Plymouth Highlands 
on the south, followed by the low south 
shore with the blue hills further back- 
With a good field-glass one can look 
directly into Boston harbor and this view 
is beautiful, and one never tires of the 
great ocean steamers and all kinds of sail- 
ing craft going and comiag. Occasionally 
an excursion boat wilf pass filled with 
pleasure-seekers and bands playing famil- 
iar airs. Look further up the bay and 
you will see that good old Puritan city of 
Salem (as it is called), at one time more 
prominent as a commercial center than 
Boston. The above, in-a brief way, gives 
one a faint idea of Baker's Island. 


After looking at Salem through a field- 


glass from the island I ventured to take a 
trip to the scenes where lived, in imagina. 
tion at least, Hester Prynne and other 
characters which go to make up that most 
wonderful book of Hawthorne's, "Scarlet 
Letter.". 
The name of Salem, meant to represent 
That Salem was the Western Continent, 
While in an upper corner was put down 
A dot named Boston, Salem's trading town. 


Salem is old and looks it. One with a 


good deal of imagination and possessing a 
faint heart would not care to spend a 
night inside the city walls. 
Walking 


through the principal streets you see 
many houses that were occupied during 
the witch-craft time, and they are point- 
ed out to the sight-Seer with considerable 
pride. There is here a fine museum of 
natural history and a library owned by the 
city that is said to be one tff the best in 
the state. The normal school buildings 
are large and pleasantly situated, and 
there is nothing here that adds so much 
to the city in many ways as this school, 
and Its citizens point to it .with mingled 
pride and pleasure. 


But weary of wandering and sight see- 


Ing and knowing that the sun wotud soon 
sink, the dread of being in this city after 
dark with its ancient history constantly 
reminding one of what had happened 
here in days gone by, I took the train for 
the Hub, to be ready on the morrow's 
morning to follow another spoke of the 
wheel to some other point of interest. 


Magnolia fend Its Sen. 


Take the train at the Union station, 


eastern division of the Boston and Maine 
railroad and in one hour and twenty 
minutes you will be at the summer home 
of the late William E. Bussell, Magnolia, 
and no prettier place can be found oil the 
coast. It has three'large hotels: The 
"Magnolia," "Oaean View" and the "Hes- 
perus," either one capable of aocomodat. 
ing 500 people. Besides the hotels there 
are many cottage boarding houses and a 
large number of houses occupied by Bos- 
tonians during the summer. The bathing 
here is good and the beach is hard 'and 
sandy, so much so that carriages often 
drive the entire length of the beach, giv- 
the occupants of the carriages a good 
view of bathers. 


It is at this point of the coast that 


Longfellow described the sinking of the 
"Hesperus" on the reef of Norman's 
Woo. 
And fast through the midnight dark and drear, 


Through the whtetllaf sleet and snoir 


Like ft sheeted ghost, the veessl swept 


Toward the «3f of Nbrnun's Woe. 
Fishing here is excellent and one can 


easily comprehend it when it is stated as 
a fact that Editor Magenis of the Adams 
Freeman has here made several fine 
catches. The roads here are' without 
doubt the bast in the state and nicely 
shaded as you go back in the country. 
One drive is exceptionally-beautiful, the 


one running towards the Beverly Farms 
and Beverly Farms is a most enchanting 
spot. The town is mada up of beautiful 
country homes or estates of Boston's 
wealthy gentlemen, and in many ways it 
reminds one of Lenox, excepting it ha*. 
not th e mountains, 


M» rfclehead. 


This third trip was made on the electric 


cars and ia full of in terest from the time 
one leaven the city, till the destination ia 
reached. Here you have a town that Is 
full of romance and history and it was 
one that Longfellow often visited, in fact, 
it is said at tho time he wrote "The Fire 
of Driftwood," he was living in the Dev- 
ereux mansion just outside of Marblehead 
village. 


This section is full ot history and If one 


had the time and inclination, and, I might 
add the ability, summer letters trom here 
could be made very interesting, but vaca- 
cations are short and everyone finds his 
time quite as agreeably spent in pulling 
up lobster pots or chasing mermaids as 
in corresponding. 


A HORSE IN THE NAVY. 


Offlolal Becnlattons a little Vague as to 


the Treatment of Uve Stack. 


Several years ago a board of naval offi- 


cers was ordered by the commandant of 
one of our naval stations to hold a survey 
on one of the horses belonging to the sta- 
tion. The board met, examined the hone, 
found that he wan suffering tram "tho 
Bern tehee" and "stringhalt" and waa gen- 
erally run down. An examination of the 
navy regulations showed that only certain 
recommendations could be made by the 
board as follows: 
"To be turned Into store for use, " "To 


be retained In or for use," "Sold," "Used 
for scrap metal," "To bo Issued for any 
other purpose," "To be thrown on the 
dump," "To be transferred to some other 
station, " " To be used tor repairs for some 
other article," or "To be extensively re- 
paired. " Since it was the unanimous opin- 
ion of the board that he ought to he treat- 
ed by a veterinary surgeon, it was recom- 
mended, \u conformity with the regula- 
tions, "that he be extensively repaired." 


This was three or four years ago, and he 


was "extensively repaired" by a veterinary 
surgeon, but evidently the "repairs" were 
Hot lasting, as the sequel will show. 


Recently there came a recommendation 


from the present commandant that the 
horse be shot, as he was old and worthless, 
and that It would be a kindness to pat him 
out of his misery. 
In the same mail came a requisition 


from the some commandant asking for au- 
thority to buy ten tons of Al, first class 
fertilizer. 
It waa then that the navy department 


Indorsed on the requisition, "Why not use 
the horse to produce the fertilizer?" 


The commandant promptly returned the 


paper with the indorsement, "Since the 
horse is not an Al, first class horse, being 
old mid decrepit, he is Incapable of filling 
the Wll." 


And here the matter stands for the pres- 


ent. — Washington Star. 


His Artificial SnnrlM. 


Dairyman Wilder, whose milk producing 


establishment is about ten miles north of 
Santa Crnz, U one of the most Ingenious 
men in California, and he has done what 
no other dairyman ever attempted. Every- 
body that has ever tried to milk a cow be- 
fore daylight knows what o job it is. Bossy 
Is generally of the opinion that there is a 
time tor all things and firmly object* to 
being awakoned and milked when she 
thinks she should be asleep. Mnny cowl 
Will refuse to be milked to the extent of 
kicking and lying down. 
., 
All of these troubles have been Dairyman 


Wilder'g, and not long ago he determined 
to overwue them. In fact, it was neces- 
sary that he should, as he was often late 
in getting milk to his customers In Santa 
Cruz. It cost considerable money, but he 
haa more than made up for the outlay. At 
present he has one of the finest individual 
electric light plants in the state, and his 
cows are as easy to milk as in broad day- 
light. 
When the electric plant was In position 


and ready for work., there vf we three big 
arc lights over tho center of the yard whore 
the cows slept at night and dozens of oth- 
ers fixed all over the different buildings, the 
entire lot capable of producing abont 10,- 
000, candle power, enough to make the 
yard as bright as day. The plant was of 
the best quality, and everything was tried 
in the daytime before the surprise was 
spruug on the cows. 
It worked like a charm. The bright rays 


of the light had no sooner been turned on 
than the cows commenced to get up. Most 
of them looked surprised to see the dag 
break so soon, but when the milkman ar- 
rived with his pail they seemed to think It 
waa all right and stood perfectly still while 
being milked. The light also affected the 
poultry, for the cooks commenced to crow, 
and the liens went around hunting for 
nests. Duckc, geese, dogs and cats were 
all affected the same way, and the whole 
barnyard was awako at 2 o'clock in the 
morning. 
It has not proved a case of the animals 


getting used to it, for they behave the same 
way now after the artificial sunrise has 
been in operation tor several months. Poor 
beasts, they are in blissful ignorance of 
Mr. Wilder's shabby trick. — Son Francisco 
Call.

The FUrhtlBB Baboons. 


The baboons were on fiat ground, cran- 


ing a valley, when the traveler's dogs, 
Arab greyhounds, aconstomed to fight suc- 
cessfully with hyenas and other beasts of 
prey, rushed toward the baboons.

Of these the females and young 
ore plaoad in the center when on the march, 
while the old males march In front and 
also close the rear. Other males scout up- 
on the flanks. It has been noticed that 
theso remain on guard and do not feed 
during the whole time that the rest an 
gathering provender. — London Spectator.

.COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS. 


Ssmptloaal Admitaevs Offered — Judl 


cloni Selection. 


The present condition of the trade In 


commercial fertilizers offers exceptional 
advantages to provide efficient manures 
for the raising of farm find garden crops 
of every description congenial to soil 
and climate. The various essential ar- 
ticles of plant food are offered for sale 
in forms suitable to render the different 
manorial refuse material of the farms 
in a higher degree fit to meet special re- 
quirements of crops. Mixed fertilizers, 
designed to supply plant food for special 
crops, ore asking for the patronage of all 
persons interested in growing plants. 
The general character of the manurial 
substances in OUT markets baa improved 
from year to year. Thus writes Pro- 
fessor Goessraann in a bulletin from the 
hatch station of the Massachusetts Ag- 
ricultural college. Following are addi- 
tional extracts: 


A judicious selection of fertilizers 


from among the various brands offered 
for patronage requires in the main two 
kinds of information—namely, we ought 
to feel confident that the brand of ferti- 
lizer in question actually contains the 
guaranteed quantities and qualities of 
essential articles of plant food at a rea- 
sonable cost, and that it contains them 
in such form and snob proportions as 
will best meet existing circumstances 
and special wants. In some cases it 
may be only either phosphoric acid or 
nitrogen or potash; in others two of 
them, and in others again all three. 


The practice of adding to the manu- 


rial refuse materials of the farm, as sta- 
ble manure, vegetable compost, etc., 
snob single commercial manurial sub- 
stances as will enrich them in the direc- 
tion desirable for any particular crop to 
be raited does not yet receive that de- 
gree of general attention which it de- 
serves. An addition of potash in the 
form of muriate or sulphate of potash 
or of phosphoric acid in the form of fine 
ground bones or of Florida phosphate, 
etc., will in many instances not only 
improve their general fitness as com- 
plete manure, bat quite frequently per- 
mit a material redaction in the amount 
of barnyard manure ordinarily consid- 
ered sufficient to secure satisfactory re- 
sults. The average barnyard manure 
contains a larger percentage of nitrogen, 
as compared with its potash and phos- 
phoric acid, than is generally considered 
economical. An addition of from 50 to 
100 pounds of muriate of potash or of 
100 to 300 pounds of fine ground natu- 
ral phosphates (Florida or South Caro- 
lina) or of both potash and phosphates 
per ton of barnyard manure w.ould great- 
ly increase its claim as an efficient and 
economical general fertilizer. 


Crimson Clover In Rhode Island. 


This is a true clover, that makes a 


rank and rapid growth from seed. It ia 
extensively grown in some state* as a 
crop for green manuring, and it appears 
to have many desirable qualities for 
thispnprose, but thus far it has not 
proved hardy in Ehode Island. -At the 
experiment station it has now been wto- 
ter killed three years in succession. Still, 
it may be a valuable catch crop tot 
anting and summer sowing. 


The Press DrllL 


At the Iowa experiment station ad- 


joining plats were seeded to winter 
wheat and given similar treatment ex- 
cept that one was seeded with a common 
drill and the other a press drill. Thrash- 
ing returns showed that the plat seeded 
with a press drill yielded at the rate of 
64>i Bushels per acre, while the com- 
mon drilled plat yielded only 44 bush- 
els. A similar test in 1894 gave a yield 
of 48 bushels for the press drill and SO 
for the common drill. The press drill 
compacts the soil over the seed, tho 
moisture is retained, and a more vigor- 
ous plant results. 


X*p»*y la Bump*. 


Leprosy is not so rare a* we have 


thought A leper was the other day picked 
up in a faint In a street of Parts and taken 
to the St. Louts hospital. There were al- 
ready there six leprous patients. Dr. Hal- 
lopaux, who treats them, says that leprosy 
regains vigor as an invading disease. In 
France thare are no isolated «ases dotted 
over the delta of the Rhone and the Mari- 
time Alps. The lepers' hospitals at San 
Reroo and In Spain and Portugal are nev- 
er without patients. leprosy gains ground 
in Turkey, bnt still more in the Ionian 
isles. There are now BOO lepers in Greta. | 
Norway is the most leprous country in Eu- 
rope. It has actually 800 leper*. The prog- 
ress of the disease in Sweden is alarming. 
The last statistics give the number of lep- 
ers at 463. Them are 100,000 in British 
India. Indo-China, Tonquln, China and 
Japan are infested with leprosy. So an 
Haiti, Trinidad, Guiana, Venezuela, Bra- 
il! and Paraguay.—Paris Letter.

SECOND GROWTH OF CLOVER. 


I* Malm Hay of Fine Q<ullt7—Clorer 


Seed • Profitable Crop. 


No part of the growth of clover is 


more important for increasing coil fer- 
tility or more valuable for the farmer 
than is that made daring the latter part 
of summer, after the first crop baa been 
removed. It is always less in bulk than 
the first crop, but the hay made is of 
finer quality and has a greater nutritive 
ralne than the first In proportion to its 
weight. The fact that there is progress- 
ive development of the clover plant dur- 
ing the entire season shows the mistake 
of farmers in olden time* in plowing 
under clover in June for wheat. There 
ia an immense increase in clover roots 
during the second growth. It is at this 
time, too, that the greatest number of 
the nodules are formed on clover roots 
by means of which the air in the soil is 
decomposed and its nitrogen ia made 
available. 


Growing clover seed is made one of 


the most profitable crops that the farmer 
can produce. It always follows a crop 
of olover grown for hay, which of itself 
pays the use of the land, leaving the 
olover seed and the extra hay crop as 
clear profit. The clover seed scattered 
in harvesting is by no means lost. It re- 
mains in the soil for years, and as suc- 
cessive strata are brought to the surf ace 
by the plow it will increase the chances 
of a good clover catoh. This second 
growth does not always seed well. The 
farmer can soon know how this Is by 
going into the field and examining the 
heads. A yield of six or eight seeds per 
head will give a fair crop. If much less 
than this the olover should be cut earlier 
and made into hay. The earlier the hay 
is made the better will be the chances 
for getting it in without much staining. 
The hay should be cured in the cook, for 
it will turn black if exposed to rains. 
Clover left for seed is necessarily left 
later, and is usually very black when it 
is got into the mow or stack. It cannot 
well be thrashed until cold weather, 
because there will be some heating of { 


A Rabbit 


Near the village of Farmer, H. Y., is 


a rabbit farm that depends on New 
York city for a market. According; to 
tho Ovid Independent there is an in- 
closure about BOO feet square, along one 
side of which are pens where the rabbits 
live and dig their burrows. They seam 
to have some social law, as the same 
borrow is kept by one family and trans- 
mitted from parents to children, being 
enlarged ns the family increases. The 
life of a rabbit is from four to five years. 
The grown rabbits are allowed the free- 
dom of the inclosnre, bnt the young are 
kept out of the reach of the old males, 
which sometimes kill them. The cost of 
keeping is slight, as the rabbits subsist 
on grass and water, with oats twice a 
week for dessert. Besides the common 
rabbit, there are on the farm German 
and Belgian hares. 


Elaotrlo Farming. 


In a report sent out from the Cornell 


(N. Y.) station it is told that Mr. Raw- 
ecn, one of Massachusetts' progressive 
farmers, now uses the electric light in 
the commercial forcing of lettuce. He 
has three lamps of 2,000 candle power 
each, which run all night. The hot- 
house covers nearly one-third of an acre. 
Mr. Rawsen finds that he obtains a gain 
of five days per crop during the winter, 
which makes a gain of three weeks for 
the three crops during the winter. The 
gain from one crop he estimates as suffi- 
cient to pay the expenses of operating 
the electric light during the whole sea- 
son. Professor Bailey's experiments at 
Cornell confirm those of Mr. Eawson, 
as ha states he finds many plants grow 
more rapidly when under the influence 
of the electric light at night.

FALLOW FIELDS. 


Those Are No longer Favored — Seeding 


With a Catch Crop Adrlsed. 


In forme) times it was a common 


practice among farmers to allow a field 
to lie fallow for one season in order to 
increase its fertility. The advisability 
of this process is extremely questionable, 
according to H. W. Wiley, who has the 
following to say'on the subject in a re- 
port from the division of chemistry, 
United States department of agriculture. 


During a moderately dry summer 


there is probably very little loss experi- 
enced by plowing a field after the spring 
rains and keeping its surf ace sufficiently 
well cultivated during the summer to 
prevent the growth of weeds. In the ab- 
sence of heavy rainfall the stores of 
available nitrogen in such a soil will 
undoubtedly be increased during the 
summer. But in case of heavy rains, 
producing a thorough saturation and 
leaching of the soil, the losses in a field 
lying fallow during the summer will 
be very great, and it la not well at any 
time to take the risk. 


It is advisable, therefore, instead of 


allowing the fields to lie fallow, to seed 
them with a catch crop, such as barley, 
rye or pens, which may retain the prod- 
nets of nitrification. 
When the time 


comes for seeding the field with the in- 
tended crop the oatuh can be turned un- 
der with the plow and, in the process of 
decay, furnish again the nitrogenous 
food in an available form. This practice 
should never be neglected in fields 
which lie over during the winter in 
preparation for planting during the fol 
lowing spring. 


Of course this statement does not ap- 


ply so particularly to fields which may 
be plowed late in the autumn, after the 
activity of tho nitrifying ferments is 
practically suspended for the winter. In 
a temperate climate fields may be plowed 
late in November or during the month 
of December and the freshly turned soil 
be exposed to the action of the weather 
during the winter without great danger 
of loss. 


In many localities even an earlier 


period might be chosen for the autumn 
plowing, which should ba deep or ac- 
companied by subsoiling. The loosened 
soil should be brought into good tilth 
and thus form an absorbent which will 
hold large quantities of moisture, be- 
coming available for the following sea- 
son during the period of deficient rains. 


Co*t of Irritating. 


The expense of an irrigating plant 


and the oost of operating it will depend 
upon the distance the water has to be 
raised and earned to get it upon the 
land as well as the method of moving 
it. Professor Taft of the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural college says that a windmill 
with a pump, well and reservoir, suit- 
able for from three to five acres, should 
not oost more than from $800 to $500 if 
the water does not have to be raised more 
than 40 feet, 'and there Vonld be com- 
paratively little expense for operating it. 


"A pumping plant, operated by a 


.steam or gasoline engine, suitable for 20 
acres and capable of supplying 50 or 60 
acres, would cost perhaps $1,000. The 
oost of .fuel fof the latter would perhaps 
be 15 cents per acre for elevating the 
water required for one application, 
reckoning it at 1 per cent per horse- 
power for each, hour operated, while for 
the steam engine it would be about 
twice that amount. 
Using a steam en- 


gine and a centrifugal pump, water for 
one application for 10 acres can be 
raised 40 feet for about $4, including 
oost of att.or"'<Uiee, and $5 will distrib- 
ute it upon 109 Und, making the cost, 
aside from the *nr>rest upon the invest- 
ment, rather less t—a $1 per acre. With 
a gasoline engine it would be $1.50 for 
fuel and $5 for applying the water, or 
66 cents per aore for each application."

St. Louis, July 84.— William Jen- 


nings Bryan, the democratic nominee 
for president, has captured the popu- 
list convention, winning a decided 
victory over tha "middle-of-the-road" 
men when a decisive test of strength 
was brought about last night whea the 
selection of permanent chairman was 
reached and Senator Allen was se- 
lected. The opponents of Mr. Bryan 
took defeat gracefully aad "Cyclone" 
Davis, the most active opponent of the 
democratic nominee, introduced Sena- 
tor Allen to the convention. What 
the convention will do regarding the 
second place on the ticket is still some- 
what In doubt, but it is generally be- 
lieved that Sewall will be Dominated 
with Bryan. Nominating speeches to- 
day will be limited to ten minutes. 


Covcntton Called To Ordon 


Half an hour before the convention 


wan called to order there were not more 
than 500 people in the galleries, but 
a majority of the delegates were pres- 
ent 
The heat in the hall was very 


oppressive, and, as on the day before, 
many of the delegates. waived conven- 
tionality and divested themselves of 
then- coatn, some even removing their 
•waistcoats. Among the conspicuous 
persons on the platform was Jesse 
Harper of Kansas, who is said to have 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for the 
presidency ait Chicago in I860. Sena- 
tor Stewart of Nevada was also on the 
platform, 
seated between Senators 


Allen of Nebraska and Kyle of South 
Dakoa, allot them strong advocates of 
the indorsement of Bryan and Sewall. 
When Senator Butler appeared on the 
platform the band struck up "Dixie'' 
and the delegates cheered. At 10:10 
he called the convention order, and 
prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Smith 
The committee on credentials was 
then called for, but no one responded, 
and the states were called for members 
of the committees on permanent or- 
ganization and resolutions. After the 
announcement of the committee on 
permanent organization its members 
retired.

Ihere were at times long delays and 
the delegates grew perceptibly impa- 
tient The middle-of-the-roaders were 
extremely suspicious.

There was a ripple of applause 
and a few shouts, when the name of 
Jacob S. Coxey was announced as a 
member of the committee on platform 
from Ohio. The committee on rules 
were named and retired at 11:45 a. m.

Penutngton. Eugene V. Debs entered 
the hall and received an ovation. 
Mr. Washburn of Massachusetts at 
12:17 o'clock offered a resolution de- 
nouncing as false the report in news- 
papers that certain states will repudi- 
ate the action of the convention. A 
motion to lay It on the table was car- 
ried. A motion to adjourn was voted 
down as the crowd desired more music 
and speeches. At 13:42, when it was 
announced that the committee on ere- \ 
dentials would not be ready to report 
until 3 o'clock, a recess was taken un- 
til that hour.

The <^_-ention reassembled during 


the hotpot portion of an oppressive 
day to find the credentials committee

Towns got a lot of cheers when he men- 
tioned Teller, saying: "One of the most 
patriotic moves in history was the se- 
cession of the Grand Old Man of Colo- 
rado from party trammels for con- 
science sake."

SILVER PARTY'S PLATFORM. I 


Declaration far tha White Metal and tha 


Damacratlo NomtaeM. 


St. Louis, July S*.—The following 


are the mam points of the platform of 
the silverite convention: It denounces 
the single gold standard and demands 
an "immediate return to the constitu-

Now York Bankers Place $15,766,- 


OOO in the Sub-Treasury. 


New York, July 24.—Up to thl» 


morning the amount collected and 
turned into the sub-treasury here by 
the bankers who started out the first 
of the week to stop the drain of gold 
upon the national treasury was 915,- 
755,000. This means that the treasury 
gold reserve has not only been re- 
turned to the one million mark, 
but 
is now about two millions 


In excess of that figure. Further 
amounts of gold will he delivered to 
the treasury officials from time to time 
and it is estimated that the gain to the 
government through the contributions 
of the banks throughout the country 
will reach 823,000,000. The Chicago, 
Boston, and Philadelphia banks are to 
co-operate with the New York finan- 
ciers. It is understood that the Phila- 
delphia banks will take action to-day. 


Exportation of Gold Checked. 


The committee of seven appointed 


by the conference of foreign bankers 
at the office of J. Pierpont Morgan 
Wednesday were in session yesterday 
afternoon, bnt no statement was given 
ont It is known, however, that the 
bankers stand ready to supply remit- 
ters until commercial bills come into 
the market To do this it is under- 
stood a pool of £10,000,000 has been 
formed, and if necessary it will be in- 
creased to £15,000,000. This part of 
tl& bankers' programme will be car- 
ried through without a -shadow of 
doubt. The first effect of the new 
combination was witnessed yesterday 
in the reduction of 1-2 cent in the 
posted rates of sterling exchange to 
468 and 489. After the rates were re- 
duced it was currently reported that 
there would be no gold exported by 
Saturday's European steamers.

Whitney, in an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Called Press, wai 
askecl U, in his judgment, there would 
be a third ticket nominated by the 
sound money democrats.

1 pretty effectually removed from the 
face of the populism which had forced 
itself for the time being into a position 
| of control. That was all that the 
Bound money democrats could hope to 
accomplish and that they did effectu- 
ally and unselfishly. There never has 
been in any party convention such a 
vigorous declaration of independence 
as was exhibited at Chicago when 254 
delegates refused to participate ia the 
selection of candidates. 


Duty of the Hoar. 


"What was the duty of • the hour? 


Clearly it was one that devolved upon 
the republican party and its candi- 
dates. There should have been an 
Immediate recognition of a new situ- 
ation, and the republicans should have 
been the first to welcome sound money 
democrats to a non-partisan union, 
subordinating all other things to this 
question of national honor.
